History Shcws Years Usually Develop 
Early Talent : 

The recent arrival in England ofa 
boy. who is a master of twelve Aan- 
guages, as well as a good musician 
and scientist,’ though he is only four- 
teen, provides the latest case of preco- 
city of talent. Some people have the 
idea that such talent always- peters 
out early because it started early, but 
history does not fully _endorse that 
theory. 

Macaulay was an historian at eight, 
Tennyson a poet quite as early, Byron 
wrote passionate verses—at ten, and 
Bacon ‘was a philosopher at the same 
age. Mozart made his debut as com- 
poser and musician at six. In fact, 
at five he composed a piece so diffl- 
cult that his father, who was a’ musi- 
cal proféssor, found difficuity in play- 
ing it, Elgar was a composer at 
twelve. ‘ ore " 


At the age of nine Dante was com- 


posing sonnets, Vernet was a painter 
at four, and Millais abot the same 
age. ‘Visconti was a preacher at six, 
while Tasso talked at six months and 
could speak Latin at the age of seven. 
Mirabeau preached at three, and pub- 
lished a book at ten. 

Pascal composed his treatise. on 
conie sections at fifteen, and at thir- 
teen Ampere was an acknowledged 
scientist and great mathematician. 
Wesléy could play the organ when six, 
and in his*eighth year composed a 
militdry march. Verdi, too, was a 
composer at the agé-of nine. Doug- 
las Jerrold achiéved success on the 
stage with a farce when he was only 
fourteen, and William Henry Ireland 
“the marvel- 
lous boy who perished in his prime,” 
by forging “new plays” by Shakes- 
peare, at the age of seventeen, so

Ten years later, he ap. ~ 
peared as an alto soloist. and in 187)” 
as chief assistant to the Passion Play 
projogist and chojr leader, Johannes 
Diemer. “During the performances cf 
1880. Diemer again held this ¢om- 


bination position but Rutz often sub- —- - 


stituted for him and in 1890 replaced 
the leader entirely. ge ; 

For centuries the Diemer family has 
furnished the choir leader, Rutz be- 
ing the only person eyer to break in.on 
this otherwise uninterrupted ‘succea- 
sion. ry 

In 1870, when the Passion Play sea- 
son had to be interrupted, Rutz was’ 
called to the colors’ for the Franco- 
Prussian. war. It was an ironical 
coincidence that he was’ billeted dur- 
ing the hostilities with a French fam- 
ily. which had once. been his: guests at 
Oberammergau while ; attending the 
play. De ‘ 

Mother Rutz's devotion to the Pas- 
sion Play has expressed itself princi- 
pally in hoepitably caring for many of 
the thousands: of tourists’ who. trek 
this way every ten years. One of. 


her two sons lives. here and took a 


prominent part in last year’s ‘play; the 
other lives in Munich and is therefore 
not eligible to the east.’ Her daugh- 
ter, Mathilde, the wife of Anton Lang, 
made a name for herself in former 
years as a Passion Play artist.
